The State Board of Control in 


effect has backed up the prison 
administration by not taking any 
immediate action. 


Crosby has said he will take a 


"firm stand." This would probably 
mean treading on the toes of one 
side or another. 


But no matter what Crosby de- 


cides, the question of future ac- 
tion will be left to the Board. 


The Board might decide just to 


"ride out the storm."

MitchelltoFight for Wage Hike 


Wage 'Floor' of 90 Cents May Be Asked 


WASHINGTON (VP)-Secretary 


of Labor James P. Mitchell is 
nreparing to put up a hard fight, 
if necessary, to keep a promise 
that labor claims he reneged on 
a year ago. 


Mitchell has given the White 


House his recommendations for 
improving the 75-cent hourly min- 
imum wage that now applies to 
24 million workers in interstate 
commerce. 


Indications are 
that Mitchell 


wants the administration to ask 
Congress 
to raise 
this wage 


"floor" to 85 or 90 cents and to 
extend it to several million more 
workers. There appeared to be 
some possibility that the addition- 
al workers would be brought in at 
a lower level than the increased 
level Mitchell may propose. 


Criticized by Labor 


Mitchell and the administration 


have been criticized strongly by 
labor leaders for failing to rec- 
ommend improvements to Con- 
gress last year. 


In November, 1953, Mitchell told 


the CIO convention that he de- 
• 'ored the 75-cent level and the 


current coverage under the mini- 
mum wage law. He said he would 
make recommendations for con- 
gressional action as soon as pos- 
sible. 


His idea was vetoed last year 


by the President's Council of Eco- 
nomic Advisers for the impact of 
minimum 
wage 
improvements. 


President Eisenhower, in his eco- 
nomic message last January, said 
recommendations would be made 
"at the proper time." 


Battle May Start 


Mitchell's battle for congres- 


sional action this year may start 
in the next week or so when the 


Cabinet and the Council of Eco- 
nomic Advisers are expected to 
meet on his recommendations. 


Secretary of Commerce Sinclair 


Weeks 
is 
expected to oppose 


Mitchell's program. Another high 
administration official also indi- 
cated that the White House group 
is still skeptical. He predicted the 
administration would postpone "as 
long as possible" a decision on 
what, if any, minimum wage rec- 
ommendations are to be included 
in the President's messages to 
Congress next month. He said the 
administration wants to check fur- 
ther on the economic outlook.

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Healthy Industry Can't Save Rohrs 


Quarries 
Boom But 
Town Fades 


By AL REMMENGA 
Sunday Staff Writer 


ROHRS — A town which once 


had dreams of being Nebraska's 
mining center has almost been 
erased from the map. 


Rohrs, five miles west of Au- 


burn in Nemaha County, today is 
hardly more than a one-stall serv- 
ice station on State Highway 3. 


But the village's disappearance 


is unusual because it still has the 
features it needed to get a start. 
Limestone quarries just north of 
the former town site are producing 
at their peak, yielding more than 
300,000 tons of rock each year. 


On Paved Highway 


It is located on the Tecumseh- 


Auburn Burlington Railroad line 
and has a paved highway at its 
front door. 


The entire town was the work 


of Johannes 
Heinrich 
Christoph 


Rohrs, who was born in Hanover, 
Germany, in 1867. 


Rohrs learned the granite and 


stone-cutting trade in Germany 
and came to Nemaha County in 
1886. He settled west of Auburn 
near a site which in 1852 had been 
the scene of a settlement called 
Dog Town. There limestone rock 
was abundant Northwest of Au- 
burn, huge chunks of rock were 
even lying above the ground. 


Built Entire Town 


Known as one of eastern Ne- 


braska's most experienced s t o ne- 
cutters, Rohrs worked as a stone 
layer, general contractor, builder 
and bricklayer for more than 25 
years. 


He opened the Rohrs Quarry and 


built many churches and municipal 
structures in southeast Nebraska.

But Auburn, five 
miles east, 


grew by faster strides. The county 
seat was ..moved from Brownville 


two main highways and two main 
railroads. 


Auburn's importance plus the ef- 


fects of the depression were too 
much for Rohrs and the town grad- 
ually died out. 


But the limestone hills are still 


a tribute to the town. 


Some rock from Rohrs' 
four 


quarries goes, back into the soil 
of nearby farms as powdered lime 


fertilizer. Some of it is used as 
crushed rock for roads and more 
goes into the Missouri River near 
Peru, Brownville and Aspinwall as 
"riprap" stone for development of 
the river and levee work. 


The area developed into one of 


Nebraska's largest quarrying areas 
as Rohrs had hoped, but even 
a big industry couldn't keep the 
town alive.

SEWARD — If you had driven 


»nore than 112,000 miles between 
your home and your place of 
work in a little more than three 
years, how would you spend 
your vacation? 


You'd drive, if you were Lloyd 


Kreizinger of Seward. He went 
to New York City. 


In this small, midwestern city 


commuters usually are thought 
of as persons peculiar to the East. 


But Kreizinger, known popu- 


larly as "Bud," rolls up more 
than 100 miles a day traveling 
to and from his job at Nebraska 
Ordnance Plant at Mead. 


4 Times Around World 


He averages 2,880 miles a month 


•which means he has 
driven 


about 112,320 miles — or a dis- 
tance equal to more than four 
times around the world—as a 
commuter in the 39 months he 
has worked at the Mead plant 
where he is a supervisor. 


Kreizinger is an old hand at 


driving. 
He estimates he has 


traveled about 1 million miles by 
auto since he started driving. 


What does he think of the long 


drive day after day? It's not a 
bad drive, he says, 
and the 


•winters have been fairly mild 
since he has worked at Mead. It's 
expensive but several riders he 
picks up on the way help share 
expenses. 


No Serious Mishaps 


Kreizinger says he has experi- 


enced the "usual" clo?e calls 
on the highway. A person can't 
drive on a highway these days 
without facing danger, is his opin- 
ion. But he has seen no serious 
accident on his way to and from 
work in the 39 months. 


The long. daily drive on Ne- 


braska highways certainly is not 
to be dreaded as much as a 15 
miles drive daily in Los Angeles, 


- contends Kreizinger, who used to 


live there. 


Kreizinger claims a good at- 


tendance record; he missed one 
day in three years and that was 
because of bad weather. He 
leaves home at 6 a.m. and the 
round trip takes about 4 hours 
a day. 


Why does he continue the com- 


muting? It takes about half as 


much time as his work day. 


The Kreizinger family owns its 


home in Seward and wants to 
keep it. There is not the long- 
range security in an ordnance 


job there is in ordinary employ- 
ment, he explains.

into the billions of dollars." He 
•warned against any program of 
such magnitude, saying it "would 
be beyond my comprehension and, 
I think, beyond the comprehension 
of Congress." 


President Eisenhower's top eco- 


nomic advisers were reported split 
on how this country can best shore 
up foreign countries, especially in 


Asia, against Communism. 


Reports said Harold Stassen, for- 


eign operations administrator, fa- 
vored large-scale grants-in-aid pro- 
grams, while Secretary 
of the 


Treasury Humphrey is strongly 
opposed to more Marshall Plan 
gifts of any considerable size. 


Humphrey was represented as 


favoring foreign economic assist- 
ance, but believes it should be 
forthcoming chiefly through the re- 
sources of the government-owned 
Export-Import Bank, the 57-nation 
World Bank, and the proposed 100- 
million-dollar International Finance 
Corp. The latter would get its funds 
from World Bank members, with 
the United States putting up 35 
million dollars. 


No decision has yet been made 


by President Eisenhower. B u t 
Mansfield said the administration 
appears to be laying the ground- 
work to continue Stassen's Foreign 
Operations Administration still an- 
other year, despite Congressional 
declarations last summer and in 
1953 
that the agency should be 


abolished. 


Mansfield said the nucleus for 


aid to undereveloped Asian na- 
tions should be the Point-Four 
technical assistance concept out- 
lined by President Truman in 1949.

Farm Gas Tax Refunds 
To Hit Record in 1954 


A record amount of money willj 


be refunded this year as the tax 
paid on gasoline used in farming, 
says state motor fuels chief Clay 
Wright. 


Wright said so far this year 55,- 


260 claims for refunds have been 
paid and they total $2,536,445. He 
said this compares with the total 
refunds of $2,307,670 in 1953. 


Wright said the increase is a re- 


sult of a higher gasoline tax which 
has spurred more farmers to claim 
refunds. Under the 6-cent tax a 
farmer can get a nickel refunded. 


During 1953, Wright said, most of 


the refunds were on a 4-cent basis 
because the 6-cent tax had not been 
in effect. 


Refunds this year total about 9 


per cent of the amount collected 
from the tax, Wright said, com- 
pared with 8 per cent for the 12- 
month period in 1953. 


In 1953 for the first 11 months, 


48,556 claims were paid, totaling 
$1,925,031. 


Aviation refunds so far this year 


amount to $119,000, compared with 
$131,926 for the first 11 months of 
1953.

units. 


Fewer Young Officers 


One reason why it will take 


longer to form and train a German 
army than originally planned is 
that the supply of young officers 
has dried up since EDC was first 
projected., in 1950. 


It is still: not known how the 


new German army will be organ- 
ized and to what extent its units 
will be integrated with those of 
other Allied powers. 


The total German strength under 


the seven-power setup is expected 
to come to approximately 500,000, 
including 380,000 to 400,000 in the 
army, 25,000 in the navy and 
75,000 in the air force. 


The EDC plan, which is being 


followed under the .new arrange- 
ment, was understood to provide 
for a professional army of 120,000, 
the remainder being conscripts. 
The secret protocol to the EDC 
treaty which gave the force limits 
has never been made public. 


What Kind of Unit? 


The experts are still trying to de- 


cide how many -and what kind of 
divisions the Germans should have. 
They are not expected to follow 
their original: scheme which called 
for six infantry, four armored and 
two mechanized divisions. After 
the completion of the atomic war 
studies which are now being con- 
ducted, it is likely that a new type 
of formation' will be developed, 
smaller, faster' and more self-suf- 
ficient than existing divisions. 


German, divisions will be "inte- 


grated" with, the divisions of other 
nations at the army group level. 
It is not clear whether the Ger- 
mans will be permitted to have 
an all-German army,, which would 
normally include 10 or 12 divisions.

to empty into the Arctic Ocean, 
will be dammed and diverted to 
flow southwest to the Aral Sea. 
Here the waters will be impound- 
ed. 


An area of desert, steppes and 


badlands larger than the United 
States will be irrigated. 


The Soviet republics of Turk- 


men, 
Uzbek. Kazakh and Kirghiz 


are expected to benefit greatly. 


This giant body of water will 


have an effect on Iran. Afghan- 
istan, Sinkiang and as far east as 
outer Mongolia, according to draft 
plans. 


The world meteorological organ-

To make the five cross pieces, 


lay the triangle flat on a piece of 
paper and with a pencil draw the 
outline of the inner triangle.

It's a long way from a total 


possession of four grade cows, 
five unbroken colts and a Model 
A to ownership of 480 acres of 
land and a purebred dairy herd. 
That was the distance covered 
in 13 years by Nebraska's 1954 
Honor Farm Family selected by 
The Sunday Journal and Star. 


"We raised 1,800 bushels of 


corn with $12 worth of machin- 
ery that first year," recalls Er- 
von Fowler. 


"We brought one hog with us 


to butcher when we moved," 
adds Mrs. Fowler. "It died. Then 
one of the cows died." 


Quit As Hired Hand 


That was in 1941. Fowler had 


given up a job as a hired man 
on a farm near Stapleton. Two 
years earlier he had married the 
former Merna Kee. Now they 
had returned to Sherman Coun- 
ty to "go their own" on a small 
farm nestled against the foot- 
hills .in the Loup Valley. 


The 40 ' acres, located about 


midway between Loup City and 
Arcadia were within sight of-the 
farms on which both Ervon and 
Merna were born. 


By 1954, the Fowlers had ex- 


panded their operation into 480" 
acres, the,last 80 of which they 
just purchased. Their four cows 
have been transformed into a 
certified dairy herd of 50 pure- 
bred Brown Swiss plus 40 head 
of Herefords. 


More important, say the Fow- 


lers, their family has added 
three sons—Charles, 13; Floyd, 
10. and Bruce 8. . 


How 
was t h i s progress 


achieved? The farmer and his 
wife both answered: faith . . . 
Faith in the land and their abil- 
ity to use it. They concede that 
a lot of hard work went into it,, 
too.

Behind it, also, is a philosophy 


of living as well as of farming. 
As expressed by Ervon Fowler, 
it is: make the most of what 
you have and always turn out 
a top quality product. 


In the Fowlers' case, they have 


made the most of their farm re- 
sources for making a living and 
a life. In recognition,of their ac- 
complishments, t h e y recently 
were chosen the family in the 
community "m o s t 
typifying 


Christian living." 


The award, from the Mariners 


Club of the Lpyp City Presby- 
terian Church, was "the highest 


honor we could ever hope to be 
paid," Mrs. Fowler says. 


By practicing good farming 


methods—irrigation, land level- 
ling, fertilization and crop rota- 
tion on the 100 acres of crop 
land and reseeding, fertilizing, 
moderate grazing and applying

conservation measures on the 
hills—Fowler has rebuilt a badly 
run-down farm. 


"The pastures we're bare when 


we came here," he says. "Some 
of the sandy land in the valley 
was useless." 


Sherman County Agent Joseph 


Havelka says the most remark- 
able thing -about the Fowlers is 
that "they have done what they 
have without any more advan- 
tages or help than any other fam- 
ily would have." 
In some respects, fortune has 


seemed to turn its back on the 
family. In 1949, for instance, a 
back injury forced Ervon to quit 
farming at the time he was get- 
ting a good start. 


They - sold everything but the 


land they had at the tune and 
moved to Arkansas, where it 
was thought the climate would 
help the ailment. It took a lot of 
costly medical attention though, 
before he was able to return to 
the farm in 1951 and practical- 
ly start all over. 


Farm Food Source 


The Fowlers have used their 


farm as a source of nearly all 
their own food. Their garden - 
spot has "made us more money 
than any land' on the place," 
Ervon comments. An orchard 
they started their first year on 
the farm contributes a variety 
of fruits to their well-stocked 
cellar. This year Mrs. Fowler 
stored 500 quarts of canned and 
frozen fruits and vegetables. 


"One year we stored about 700 


quarts. We didn't have to buy a 
thing," she says. 


'Self Sufficient' - 


With their dairy products and 


beef, enough pork and poultry 
for their own needs, and even, 
baking their own bread, "we're 
pretty well self-sufficient," Fow- 
ler sums up.' 


By using family labor and 


keeping machinery costs low the 
Fowle/s have weathered the na- 
tionwide drop in farm income 
with little trouble. 


"I haven't hired any help for 


several years/' Fowler says. 
"We have our own haying crew 
in the summer — the boys rake 
and sweep, I stack and Merna 
drives the car on the stacker." 


To Expand Dairy Work 


Fowler feels his future lies in 


expanding his dairy operation 
•while continuing to build up the 
productivity of the farm. 
He 


plans to dispose of most of his 
beef cattle, adding to bis dairy 
herd. 


"Farming is getting more spe- 


cialized all the time," he ex- 
plains. 


Despite what be calls a "notice- 


able drop" in dairy income last 
spring Fowler has a lot of faith 
in the dairy business. 


"As long as you produce a 


good product there will be a 
good demand for it," he rea- 
sons. 


Future Looks Bright 


This reasoning extends to his 


outlook for a good future in his 
purebred dairy cattle business. 
His prospects rest largely with 
two herd bulls with world rec- 
ord producers as ancestors. 


Fowler's dairy e f f i c i e n c y 


showed up in recent records 
which credited Mm with the high- 
est return above feed costs per 
cow in the Loup Valley Dairy 
Herd Improvement Association. 


The Fowlers have not put ail 


their efforts on the Jarm. They 
have, as County Agent Havelka 
puts it. "projected themselves 
into the community."

To Build 
New Tunnel 


'Sandhogs' Dig 
Under Hudson 


WEEHAWKEN, N. J. IB- Fol- 


lower* of men who braved in- 
jury, death and financial ruin in 
pursuit of a dream are at work 
again in heavy air forced into the 
mud and silt under one of Ameri- 
ca's great rivers. 


They are pushing beneath tons 


of Hudson River water and holding 
back dangerous seeping earth to 
build a giant new tube to the Lin- 
coln Tunnel linking midtown New 
York City and New Jersey. 


The rapid growth of the New 


York metropolitan area has spelled 
the need for the latest engineering 
feat, a 100-million-dollar project., 
that already has been two years 
in planning and which will not be 
completed until 1957. 


First Tunnel In 1904 


The first tunnel under the Hud- 


son, completed in 1904, took almost 
30 years and saw the financial col- 
lapse of two construction firms. 


The Port of New York Authority, 


a mammoth New York-New Jersey 
agency which operates major port 
facilities, is footing the bill for the 
new tube. 


Its major construction started 


early last month, when a huge 
steel shield, like a giant can, 18 
feet long and 31.2 feet around, 
•weighing 240 tons, started a for- 
ward push under the Hudson. 


Propelled slowly by 28 hydraulic 


jacks, each with aforce of 200 
tons, the shield pushes back the 
river mud while workmen within 
its protective hulk build the sell 
of the latest tunnel. 


Dangerous Work 


There workmen will be using all 


of the safety devices and practices 
learned through death and disaster 
which always have' marched hand 
in hand with the intrepid sandhogs 
—the nickname .of tunnel workers. 


The British, led by French en- 


gineer Marc Jsambard Brunei, 
built the first underwater tunnel 
on the Thames River, an 18-year 
project that cost 2% million dol- 
lars. 


From the British came thema- 


jor 
tools of today's tunnelers— 


Brunei's shield invention and the 
idea patented by Lord Cochrane in 
1830 for use of compressed air. 


The compressed air theory is 


that water can be kept out of an 
underwater tunnel by sufficient air 
of greater pressure. 


New Hazards 


As its use" was perfected there 


were spectacular accidents, a new 
occupational disease was born anc 
new labor laws .had to be passed 
!tte "blowout" is one of the. most 


"'SSerioWnazards of compressed air 
"" work?-It occurs when a weak spot 


develops in the mud layer around 
the tunnel or in the tunnel excava- 
tion itself. The compressed air 
rushes through and escapes in 
great bubbles to the surface above. 
The t u n n e l can cave in or be 
flooded. 


Many deaths are due to a unique 


illness known popularly as the 
"bends" and later termed "caisson 
disease." 


Medical experts explain that the 


blqod absorbs an'increased amounl 
of oxygen and nitrogen under in 
creased air pressure. If rapid de 
compression takes place, bubbles 
of gas form in the blood more 
rapidly than the gas can be cas 
off by the lungs. This can cause i 
discomfort, pain, unconsciousness, j 
collapse and in extreme cases.! 
death. 


Fatigue, 'Goof by Caller 
Halts Bell Record Attempt 


LOUGHBOROUGH, England 'JR— 


Eight young men who tried to 
set a world record for church bell 
ringing gave up Saturday, victims 
of fatigue and'a bobble by a man 
who is supposed to be a perfection- 
ist. 


Beginning before 
dawn, they 


hoped to clang out their music for 
20 straight hours and ring what is 
known in the ancient language of 
campanology (bell ringing) as 40,- 
320 changes—the greatest number 
possible for eight bells. 


Changes can be almost as com- 


plicated as calculus in Chinese. It 
has its own language filled with 
such words as grandsire triples, 
bob majors, sally, dodges and rope 
sight. 


The eight youths aimed for the 


40,320 changes mark, a feat bell 
lore says was performed 200 years 
ago by 13 men.

| snatching 
their, food — raisins 


grapes, chocolate tnd glucose— 
:rom a specially provided shelf 
near their ropes, they appeared 
well on the way toward a new rec- 
ord at the 8-hour mark.

Signor Pucci, winner of Amer- 


ica's sought-after Neiman-Mar- 
cus fashion award for 1954, was 
being interviewed in the chilly 


sanctity of his designing salon 
in Florence, Italy. 


Asked the future for ladies' 


pants, a style trend he has been 
pushing for the past five years, 
"pants," he said, "are here to 
stay. Women love to wear them." 


Pants Flattering 


"Pants," he said tolerantly, 


"can 
be 
the 
most 
flattering, 


most feminine apparel a woman 
can wear. Their chief benefit is 
that they make a woman look 
longer; her legs taper." 


And for the woman who is 


not constructed in the tapered 
manner? 


"She can wear a lovely long 


jacket at the top, and pants un- 
derneath . . . believe me, unless 


she is a pygmy, bhe still taper. 
And most important, she will 
be decorously covered, with the 
natural assets on display — but 
subtly. Never obviously, or an- 
imalistically." 


It was then that Pucci, a lead- 


er in the Italian fashion upsurge, 
blew his artistic top on the sub- 
ject of low-cut decolletes. 


"You will find," 
he added, 


"that the harder a woman tries 
to look sexy, the less womanly 
she becomes. The moment she 
exposes a fraction of an inch 
too much of herself she is mak- 
ing herself a symbol of earthi- 
ness. 


Some Like Attention 


"Some men like to be seen 


with earthy-looking women, be- 
cause they attract attention. But 
what men really love and admire 
is the un-earthly quality in wo- 
manhood — the spriitual qual- 
ity — which makes them want 
to put their women on pedes- 
tals, rather than in Showcases." 


The way for a lady to attract 


attention and still be feminine, 
fashionwise, is quite simple, says 
the signor. 


"I particularly recommend two 


methods: one, a woman can dress 
in beautiful delicious combina- 
tions of colors that will make 
her look gay. Or two, she can 
dress so simply that by her very 
lack of decoration she is unique 
in a crowd of gaudier girls."

South, having ruffed the open- 


ing lead with the eight-spot, led 
a tramp to dummy's jack and 
gavt long and serious considera- 
tion to the ten that came from 
East. , 


This was DO time for East to 


false-card, and besides, the entire 
auction gave strong evidence that 
the ten was actually a singleton. 


In the first place, a 2-2 trump 


break was not to be expected in 
this freak hand: and in the 
second place East had marked 
himself with truly extroardinary 
distribution. 


His mind made up. South 


ruffed another heart with the 
ace, and when "West discarded a 
diamond, lost no time about 
leading a diamond to th« ace and 
ruffing a third heart high.

—Tests Slww It Could Aid You, Too

T>UFFALO, N. Y. Iff)—A 23-year- 


old engineering student lost 


control of his automobile and 
crashed into a utility pole. The 
front of the car was demolished 
and the pole jarred loose from 
its base. 


The student, Francis M. Ko- 


cinski, escaped with two chipped 
teeth. He thought he was lucky. 
He said his life was saved by a 
safety belt he was wearing. 


Plenty of support for Kocin- 


ski's faith in auto -'safety belts 
can be found at Cornell Aeronau- 
tical Laboratory, Inc., here. 


Convinced 


"project engineers have been 
so impressed by their findings 
th'at they preach and practice 
safety. Edward R. Dye, who 
is head of the industrial di- 
vision, and others already have 
equipped their own automobiles 
with safety devices, including a 
specially designed shock-absorb- 
ing pad for steering wheels. 


Dye can spot enough danger 


areas in your auto to make some 
of its comforts seem a lot less 
desirable. 


"That knob there, supporting 


the sun visor," he points out, 
"could fracture your skull. The 
ignition key sticking out of your 
dash board, it could shatter your 
kneecap if you struck it right. 
The steering column could pierce 
your body tike & spear." 


Safety Belt Solution 


The laboratory's immediate so- 


lution to the danger areas of 
your car is the safety belt, pref- 
erably but not necessarily with 
shoulder harness. 


The value of seat belts, even 


when worn with as much as three 
or four inches slack around the 
hips, has been proven in lab 
tests. 


Laboratory technicians 
used 


two balsa-block and metal dum- 
mies with body movements simi- 
lar to humans. An adult dummy 
was dubbed "Thick Man" and 
one corresponding to a 6-year- 
old child was named "Half-Pint." 


The dummies were placed in an 


auto mounted on a 200-foot run- 
way 
and brought to jolting. 


crashlike stops from speeds of 
10 to 2M miles an hour. A high- 
speed camera on the left door 
panel recorded what happened to 
the passengers. 


What Happened? 


Here are some of the things 


that happened to the "Thick 
Man" and the "Half-Pint"—-in 
real life possibly yon and your 
Child: 


In one test. "Half-Pint" was 


thrown from the left rear seat, 


struck the back of the front seat, 
hit his head on the steering wheel 
and glanced off to strike the 
windshield—all in less than one 
second. 


From the .right rear seat, 


"Half-Pint" turned a complete 
somersault and crashed against 
the windshield. 


In another test, "Half-Pint" 


was hurtled from the rear seat 
through the windshield to the 
hood of the car. 


From the right front 
seat, 


"Half-Pint" 
crashed into the 


dashboard or windshield.' 


Belt Helped 


But protected by a seat belt in 


other tests, "Half-Pint" merely 
bent forward at the waist with- 
out striking bis head anywhere. 
Statistics show that three out of 


every four fatalities in auto 
crashes result from head injr- 
ries. 


The "Thick Man," in the driv- 


er's seat, took the major force 
of the crash impact through the 
steering post directly into his 
chest. 


In the right front seat, he took 


a terrible beating in the head. 
Most 
often 
he hit above or 


against the windshield, and then 
crashed into the dash with his 
face. 


Seat belts, it was found, not 


only prevented the adult dummy 
from 
being 
violently thrown 


about, but reduced the force with 
•which its head struck the dash- 
board or windshield by restrain- 
ing more than half the weight 
of the body.

Power Shortage Seen 


The story started early last 


year, when officials of the AEC 
and the Tennessee Valley Au- 
thority decided that the power 
needs of the Memphis, Tenn., 
area were growing- so fast that 
by 1957 there would be a 600,- 
000-kilowatt shortage in the area' 
served by TVA. 


This was important to the two 


government agencies 
because, 


as 
the 
accompanying 
map 


shows, TVA supplies AEC with 
power for its vast atomic instal- 
lations at Oak Ridge, Tenn., 
Paducah, Ky., and Portsmouth, 
O. 


The map shows the steam 


plant at Fulton, Tenn., proposed 
by TVA as the answer to this 
forthcoming demand. Although 
TVA began as a water power 
outfit, it already does 
have 


several steam plants. 


Opposed 


Congress, however, had 
al- 


ready refused three times to 
authorize TVA to build another 
steam plant, and this time Pres- 
ident Eisenhower 
himself 
op- 


posed it, his philosophy being 
that private capital—not federal 
money—should 
be 
used 
to 


develop 
any 
further 
power 


needed in the TVA area. 


Last January the President 


told Congress in his budget mes- 
sage that no money was being 
asked 
for 
the 
plant 
TVA 


proposed. 


Soon after this, Yates told the 


AEC that Southern Co. could fur- 
nish 
200,000 kilowatts of 
the 


power to be needed by 1957. A 
short 
time 
afterwards 
Dixon 


joined up with Yates. and the 
two proposed to AEC that to- 
gether they furnish the entire 
600,000 kilowatts, to be gener- 
ated at West Memphis and fed 
into TVA lines as shown on the 
map. 


Turned Down at First 


AEC turned down the offer as 


first advanced because it didn't 


i like the terms. Dixon-Yates re- 


vised their proposal, and AEC 
began to negotiate. 


But TVA had been left out in 


the cold—the discussions were 
going on solely between the AEC 
and Dixon-Yates — and public 
power advocates ifl and out of 
Congress didn't like it. This by- 
passing of TVA was the first 
principal objection, for there was 
nothing unusual about private 
power entering the TVA system. 
TVA already has contracts with 
19 private utilities for sale or 
exchange of electricity. 


Details of the proposed con- 


tract were not disclosed in full 
for months. After great ouJcry. 
a ninth draft became public- 
only to increase the furor. 


25-Year Pact 


This contract called for Dixon- 


Yates to raise the money to build 
the 107 million dollar plant and 
feed its power into fee TVA 
system for 25 years. In return, 
AEC would pay 
Dixon-Yates 


about 20% million dollars an- 
nually. 


At the end of 25 years the plant 


would belong to the utility group. 
Basic yearly earnings wer? set 
at S495.000, identified as 9 per 
cent of Dixon-Yates investment. 


The Budget Bureau estimated 


TVA could provide the power for 
3'.i million a year less than 
Dixon-Yates, but 214 million of 
this would be because TVA would 
not have to pay taxes or interest. 


Before it was approved by the 


AEC Nov. 11 by a 3-2 vote, the 
contract was amended to put an 
annual ceiling of $600,000 on 
Dixon-Yates profits, 
to 
allow 


possible extension of the contract 
to the estimated life of the plant 
(instead of turning it over to the 
private company aflor 25 yearns 
and to give the AEC a loophole 
so it could buy out Dixon-Yales 
at, anytime during the first three 
years, conceivably even before 
actual construction started. 


The signed contract went to 


the Senate-House Atomic Energy 
Committee with a presidential re- 
quest for fast approval so work 
could begin as soon as all other 
legal hurdles were cleared. The 
committee could have held up 
approval for 30 days. 


The joint committee—with a 


membership of 10 Republicans 
and 3 Democrats—voted on strict 
party lines to approve the con- 
tract immediately. 


It is this decision which Demo- 


crats are talking of reopening 
after the new Congress convenes 
Jan. 5.

He said he has 
wanted to build highways ever 
since he shifted from mechanical 
to civil engineering at the end of 
his college freshman year. 


He has been rodman, instru- 


ment man, junior and then proj- 
ect engineer, resident, division, 
and design engineer, deputy state 
engineer, and now top man. 


Lived in 40 Towns 


Married and with a daughter

Omaha), Ress has lived in 40 
towns in Nebraska. This ac-

highway, often displayed during 
road hearings. 


These years have developed 


a loyalty to Nebraska, and a 
lovalty to what he calls his "ef- 
ficient staff of highly-trained en- 
gineers."

But a triple rub has arisen to 


affect short and long range poten- 
tialities. 


In the first place, it's agreed 


that Canada should be paid for any 
storage dams it builds. How much 
is the question. 


Americans say payment for an 


appropriate share of construction 
costs and damages caused by flood- 
waters is fair enough. 


But in addition Canadians de- 


mand royalties. Their view is they 
ought to be paid for extra power 
produced in American plants by 
reason of Canadian storage and 
control operations. 


A study of the problem is being 


made by the International Joint 
Commission, on which the U. S. 
and Canada each have three mem- 
bers. 


But it's aggravated by the fact 


that while on the Canadian side 
there's no shortage of power, north- 
east states are in urgent need of 
more. 


Loss For Gain 


Secondly, it's possible to increase 


power flow through American in- 
stallations without reference to 
Canada. 


Behind present American dams 


there are 9,250,000 acre-feet of stor- 
age. 


•That acreage could be upped to 


20,000,000 but for two objections: 
Creation of this storage would 
flood a site of rare paleontological 
interest rich in the remains of 
prehistoric animals. 
It would 


block off p r e c i o u s salmon 
grounds on the Columbia's upper 
stretches. 
Thirdly, Canada refuses long- 


term regulation of the flow of 
stored water for the benefit of 
American power producers. 


Eventually Canada anticipates its 


own industry will need stepped-up 
power production. Of course the 
same water will run plants on both 
sides — but the same regulation 
won't serve both adequately. And 
neither would regular flow accord- 
ing to Canadian needs produce max 
imum results on the U. S. side.

Nonsense 
And Truth 


O'Casey Turns 
All Upside-Down 


Bunwiit iwd KvenlM Star. By Scan O'Caicy: 


JUucmlllan. S4.7&. 
Sean O'Casey, now in his late 


'seventies, is one of the dozen or 
more prodigious Irishmen who cre- 
ated the Irish literary renaissance 
of, 30 and more years ago. Like 
others of his kind, he emerged 
from poverty, and his awakening 
coincided with Erin's revolutionary 
movement. O'Casey had a natural 
gift for playwriting, but he was 
past 30 years old when Dublin's fa- 
mous Abbey Theatre produced his 
best-known dramas, "Juno and the 
Faycock" and later "The Plow and 
the Stars." Altogether he has writ- 
ten a half dozen books of autobi- 
ography and 15 tragedies, which 
have almost invariably been pro- 
duced as comedies. 
„ ''Sunset and Evening Star" con- 
sists of a series of autobiographical 
essays. All of them are highly en- 
tertaining; and indeed it is im- 
possible for O'Casey to be dull. He 
is, a great one for turning every- 
thing upside down and looking 
first at the absurd or the sour 
side of life. Anti-Catholic, he is a 
protester but not a Protestant, a 
patriot who will never be a patri- 
arch if he lives to be a hundred. 


The long essay, "Shaw's Cor- 


ner'," is alone worth the price of 
admittance. Bernard Shaw was 
'fond of O'Casey, though his wife 
thought Sean was too quarrelsome 
and that he would get nowhere 
with his* senseless disputes. One 
day when S e a n 
had said 


that he might be prompted by 
the Holy Ghost, Shaw silenced her 
by saying, "He simply means, 
Charlotte, that he has got some- 
thing and I've got something that 
you haven't got." Both Irishmen 
hated "the ulcorous misery of pov- 
erty," which is actually the theme- 
song of O'Casey plays, and the 
reason he conceived of them as 
tragedies. 


It is typical that the revolution- 


ist who has 
fought 
with bitter 


words and deeds against Great 
Britain has been living peacefully 
for-a quarter of a century in Eng- 
land. To say that he has a shrewd 
and caustic wit. is merely to say 
that he is an Irishman and an ex- 
ile from his own country. 


.There is, irr fact, a great deal 


of inspired nonsense 
in 
Sean 


O'Casey's "Sunset and Evening 
Star," but there is always a grain 
of truth buried in his wildest pro- 
tests, and everything he touches is 
imbued with vitality and his hopes 
for a better or at least a more 
sensible world.

you forget. For there is not likely 
to be published a more worthy 
book this fall than Pearl S. Buck:s 
'My Several Worlds: A Personal 
Record," the Nobel and Pulitzer 
Prize novelist's autobiography. 


It is warm and compassionate in 


its approach to the anguished prob- 
lems of our modern world. Its 
long-headed look at history is born 
of a philosophy steeped in the 
ancient truths of the East and 
West. Its pages sing. 


Witness: 
"Ah, when I think of Peking, my 


heart still dissolves, for the very 
soul of the Chinese people was 
there and it is no wonder that 
many a foreigner went to visit 
and stayed to live, and now driven 
forth, is forever exiled. 


"My joy was not in the cos- 


mopolitan life of foreigners, how- 
ever, ^-although they were kind 
enough to me. My joy was to wan- 
der the streets alone, to linger in 
the palaces and the gardens, and 
sometimes to ride outside the city 
among the bare mountains and 
gaze at the summer place deserted 
and empty.

There is a bit of humor in all of this. NoW( 


a century later, with Nebraska firmly rootec

It later be- 
came Cotner University in hon- 
or of Mr. and Mrs. Samuel Cot- 
ner of Omaha, who made a sub- 
stantial gift to the school and 
still later was changed to Cot- 
ner College. 


Academic training was sus- 


pended in 1933, but in -194B a 
building was purchased at 3513 
Holdrege, adjacent the University 
of Nebraska agricultural campus 
and classes were renewed. 


Property at 1237 R was pur- 


chased in 1947, which provided 
class rooms, place for student 
activities' and a dormatory for 
26 men. 


These facilities were believed 


inadequate, so the present struc- 
ture was built last year for 
about $75,000. 


The building contains offices; 


a chapel, student 'lounge, book 


and work room, store rooms, 
library and class roos.

Dean P. R. Stevens and Raleigh 
J. Peterson. The Rev. Robert E. 
Davis joined the staff as pastor 
for Baptist and Disciple of Christ

Dean Stevens said "the school

FRANKFURT, Germany UP)—One 


of the world's leading zoo direc- 
tors predicts that Africa's wild 
animals will be exterminated dur- 
ing this century. 


"In all of Africa only 6,000- to 
10,000 gorrillas remain," Dr. Bern- 
hard Grzimek gloomily reports. 


"The 
elephant population has 


dropped to approximately 200,000. 
The cape lion—the one with the 
beautiful big inane—is already ex- 
tinct, and only the ordinary variety 
still survives. 


"In 50 years, Africa's present 200 


million natives and a few million 
whites will have doubled in num- 
ber. 


"There just won't be any space 


left for the great animals that once 
freely roamed jungle and veldt." 


Dr. Grzimek, 45, who has rebuilt 


Frankfurt's war-damaged zoo to 
one of the best in Europe, came 
back recently from a six-month 
trek in Africa. 


He says he was particularly im- 


pressed with the Congo'5 wildlife 
preserves, established by "the Bel 
gian government, which even scien 
tists must get special permission 
to enter. 


"These safeguard areas will de 


lay extermination, but in the long 
run it is inevitable," he told an 
interviewer. "Mankind is definitely 
pushing such traditional African 
denizens as the lion, elephant and 
gorilla into oblivion."
